Me poꝛe wꝛetches thinke there is no 
paine to a collicke, oꝛ a truell ague. But It 
all collickes, agues, and all other ſtraunge 
diſeaſes could poſſibly light vpon one man, 
it were but a flea-biting fo that which 
is to come. The paine is endleſſe, eaſeleſe, 
and remedileſſe. The dates of their helliſh 
toꝛments ſhall neuer weare out, noꝛ their 
yeeres come to an end, the longer they con⸗ 
tinue, the leſſe hope haue they. Mhen as 
many peeres are expired, as there be mon 
in the woꝛld, and ffarres in the heauens: 
when as many thouſand pres are ended, 
as there be Stones and Sand by the Sea 
ſhoꝛe: pet ſill there be r.hundzed thouſand 
times ſo many mo fo come, Thoſe that wil 
not now be mwued in hearing, ſhal then be 
cruſhed to pieces in feling, All dzunkards, 
lwearers, whozemongers, vſurers, extoz⸗ 
tioners, liers, mockers, contemners;'ſe- 
cure perſons, iolly fellowes, roiſting rul⸗ 
D ty flans, 
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fians, luſtie blouds, the bꝛaue lads of this 
wozld, and all other vnbelceuers, ſhall one 
day be appꝛehended, and arraigned befo2e 
the Barre of Gods tribunall ſeate, where 
the maieſtie of God ſhal ſtand aboue them, 
with a naked ſwozd of vengeance, and a 
ſcepter of iuſtice. The Diuell that old Da- 
thanas ſhall ſtand on the one ſide to accuſe 
them, and their owne conſcience of the o⸗ 
ther ſide to condemne them, and the gaſ- 
ping gulfe of Hell vnderneath them readie 
to lwallow them vp fo2 euermoꝛe. Then 
ſhall the dzeadfull ſentence of eternall woe 

* and damnafton p2oceede againſt them. Goe 
pe curſed into hell ſire, c. There they ſhall 

dzinke as a iuſt recompence of their iniqui⸗ 

tie, the bitter cup of Gods eternall wzath 
and indignation, in the kingdome of dark⸗ 
nes, and in the fearcfull pꝛeſence of ſathan, 
' gnd all the curſed enemies of Gods grace, 
where the dolefulldzamme of Gods anger 
« ſhal euer ſound thꝛough their cares, where 
hall be weeping and gnaſhing of teeth, 
where ſhall be confuſion, woe, andendleſſe 
lamentation. Their gripes ſhall be great, 
their grones ſo deepe, and their garboiles ſo 
vntollerable, that they ſhall grin like a dog 
6 in 
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in their infernall conuulfions,+ with hows 
ling and yelling crie out: wo, and alas that 
euer J was boꝛne: Oh that J had neuer 
bene boꝛne, oꝛ that my mother had boꝛn me 
a toad. Foz then my condition ſhould haue 
bene better than it is. Curſed was the time 
was begot in, the houre J was conceiued 
in, and the day that J ſucked my motheks. 
paps. Curſed J was alwaies, curſed J amy. 
t curſed J ſhall be foꝛ euermoꝛe. Moe, wo,, 
how great is my toꝛment, whoſe hart doth 

not melt, whoſe eares doe not glow, whoſe * 
haires doth not ſtand vpõ his head to heare 

theſe things. Thereloꝛe deare bꝛethꝛen let 


vs repent. If the — Comte a 
lure vs, let his iudgements ſeaxre vs. Jf his 
iudgements cannot ſcarre vs, let his wozd 
moue vs. If his woꝛd cannot mone vs, let 
our ſinnes amase vs. If dur ſinnes can not 
amaze vs, let the ſhoztnes of our life dampe 
vs. Af the ſhoꝛtnes of our life cannot dampe 
vs, let the lmall number of thoſe that ſhalbe - 
ſaued, afray vs. It that cannot afray vs, let 
death terrific vs. Jf death tannot terriſie 
vs, let the day of indgement ſhake vs: It 
that cannot ſhake vs, vet let hell tozmentes 
chudder vs and rent = «bat Foz verily 
it my 
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my bꝛethꝛen, if none of all theſe can pꝛe⸗ 
uaile, if we will not foꝛ all this repent,but 
be obſtinate, then we ſhall all periſh and be 
damned acco2ding fo Chꝛiſts woꝛds. Now 
tet. vs p2oceede to ſpeake of thoſe things 
= let and hinder vs from repentance, 
which in deede although they be in number 
nite, vet at this time J wil lay foꝛth ſe⸗ 
Jen ſpeciall lets, and hinderances, vnto re⸗ 
pentance. 

The firſt is vnbelcefe, that is, when men 
will not beleeue thoſe things that are ſpo⸗ 
ken and pꝛwued vnto them out of the wozd 
of God, This is it that vomiteth vp all god 
things and poiſoneth the very intrals of a 
man, and kepethall god grates from vs. 
As appeereth Math. 13. 58. Hee did not 
many great workes there, for their vn- 
beliefs ſake. And in the 4. to the Bebꝛewes 
it is ſaid. Vnto vs was the Goſpell prea- 
ched, as alſo vnto them, but the woord 
that they heard, profited not them, bi- 
cauſe it was not mixed with faith, in 
thoſe that heard it. So that hero we may 
ſee, although we heare neuer ſo much, pet if 
we bꝛing not faith with vs, we hall neuer 
p;ofit vnto repentance, Foz — 
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vp our harts foz tan, and refuſeth all the 
2 — of ſaluation, and doth 
ſo harden them in the waies of ſinne, that 
in the end they become paſt fieling, and can * 
not be touched one whit: either with the 
iudgements 02 mercies of God: but count 
the one as blaſts of wind, and make the o⸗ 
ther a couert foꝛ their filthines, You ſhall. 0 
note ſome men, who when they haue heard, 

their ſins ſtraightiy ripped vp by the wozd  - 

of God, and their iuſt damnation pꝛoued by 

the ſame, without ſpeedy + earneſt repen⸗ 

tance, will bzeake out info theſe woꝛds of 
vnbelefe, Ik it be as he ſaith, God helpe vs, 

J hope it is not ſo, J truſt J ſhall do — 
nough foꝛ all this, as long as J haue a god 
faith in God, and doe no body no harme, 
Shall I leaue my pleaſures and my p2ofits 
foꝛ their ſayings 2 What : doe they thinks 
none ſhall be ſaved, but ſuch as reade the 
Scriptures, and heare ſermons; God foz- 
bid but thoſe which do not go to heare ſer⸗ 
mons,ſhouldbe ſaued as wel as they: Why 
may not one ſerue God as well at home in 
his houſe, hauing gad bokes, and god 
pꝛaiers, asby comming to the: Church to 
hears ſermons and ſeruice Nas, theſe 
D 4 men 
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men ſfand to ny in their own light, and 
bew2aye what folly and ignozance is in 
them, Foz do they think to be ſaued by any 
other meanesthen God hath appointed:o2 
when God hath auouched any thing in his 
woꝛd, will they ercept againſt it, t ſo make 
God a lier? when God hath once ſet downe 
ching, t pꝛoued it to their faces, will they 
vet replie? When God bath tolde vs that 
the pꝛeaching or the woꝛd is the oꝛdinarie 
meanes of aur ſaluation, ſhall we hope to 
be ſaued, although we contemne it, e neuer 
02 very ſeldome heare it? Is not this plaine 
infidelitic and vnbelcefe, that when God 
ſaith one thing we will ſay another: when 
God ſaith yea. we will ſay. no. J hope not 
ſo. Pes ſureiy that is it that ſtoppeth the 
way vnto Gods graces, and barreth vs out 
from repentance. 

The ſecond let is this pꝛeſumption of 
gods mercy, foz if men be ſharply repzoued 
faz their finnes, and erhozted.vnto repens 
tante, by audby they take couert, ſaying: 
God is mercifull, God is mercifull, as 
though God were made all of: mercy, and 
that there were no iuſtite in him at all: and 


thus the —— Gods mercy an oc⸗ 
caſion 
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caſion fo inne, which thing the Pzophete 
Nahum in the firſt of his doth 
ſhaxpely repꝛoue, the Lozd (faith de) is ow 
to anger, but he is great in power, and wil 

not ſurely cleere the wicked. But bicauſe 
J haue ſpoken afoꝛe of this pꝛeluming and 
miſapplying of Gods mercy, J will here 
paſſe if ouer, willing you to note it as one 
ſpeciall let vnto repentance. 

The third hinderance is the example of 
the multitude, foꝛ that doth harden and im⸗ 
bolden men vnto ſin. As when many birds 
flickerand flocke togither, they fall vppon 
the et without any feare: but one oʒ two 
alane will be afraide. Euen ſo the examples 
of manp, and many ſinne companions doe 
imbolden men to runne thꝛough the ſnares 
of ſathan without any miſtruſt. Therefoze 
it is ſaide in Exodus 23. Thou ſhalt not 
follow a multitude to doe euill. This 
is the thing that hindꝛeth a great number 
from god: foz they neuer loke bp vnto God 
oe his wo2d, but Kare vpon the common 

wings of moſt men, and examples ofthe 
= thinking if they do as the maſt men 
doe, as their fo:efathershane done befo2e 
them, they are cocke ſure and ol an euen 

ground 
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ground. And hereupon ariſeth their diuel⸗ 
lich pꝛouerbe: Do as moſt men do, and the 
fe weit will ſpeake of vou: but they haue 
foꝛgotten S. Paules rule, Rom. 1 2.Faſhton 
not your ſelues like vnto this world: 

Thele fellowes that tand vpon multitude, 
will reaſon thus: Me ſe none of the great 
ones of the woꝛld, none of the noble, none 
of the rich, none of the wiſe and pꝛudent, 
reteiue this doctrine, but only a few ſhack- 
rags and beggerly raſcals, and therefvze it 
is a token that it is nothing woꝛth, and 
that it is doubtfull, and not foz vs to med⸗ 
dle withall. Lo what thoughts may creeps 
in our heades, and howflily Sathan may 
trump in our way, and blindfold vs, and 
leade vs away in the darke, by voting:vs 
with the example of the muͤltitude. There⸗ 
foze let vs fake -hede- of - thoſe: pitfalles, 
which Sathan laieth in our wap, and not 
de carried away with theſe thoughts and 
reaſdns. The wicked bears themſelnes in 
hand that they ſhall winne the game, and 
that the goale goethon their lde, and there 
is nothing but crowind long befoze-it be 
dap, m great triumphing amongelt them 
— ſtroke be 1 and that by 
cau 
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tauſe we be but a handfull of people;'+they 
a great multitude, and that in a maner the 
whole woꝛld agreeth with them topjamife 
our death. Thus the deuill doth caſt a miſt 
befoze their eies, and cloſely lead them a⸗ 
way from Repentante. Therefo2e deare 
bꝛethzen, let vs ſtand faſt in the woꝛd of 
the Loꝛd, and not be car ied away, oꝛ bowed 
quite downe with this raging ſtreame cf 
the multitude: but let vs know it to be one 
ſpeciall engine of Sathan, whereby he dꝛi⸗ 
ueth vs from repentance. 

The fourth let vnto repentance, is long 
tuſtome of ſinne. Foz that taketh awa all 
ſenſe and feeling of ſinne, and maketh it as 
it were another nature vnto vs: ſo that we 
may as wel alter nature. as ſhake it of whe 
it is once thus ſoldꝛed vnto vs thꝛough long 
tuſtome. Therefoꝛe it is ſaid: Tere. 13.23. 
Can the black Moore change his skinne ? 
or the Leopard hir ſpots? then may ye al- 
ſo do good that are accuſtomed to doe e- 
uil. Here the pzophet affirmeth,that it is as 
hard to cure an olde viſeaſe that is bꝛed in 
the bones, and to remedie a ſinne that hath 
bene hatched and brought vp with vs, as 
to wach ablacke Boz white, oz to 9 
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the ſpots of a Leopard, which cannot be 
without deſfroping of nature. And ſurely 
try it who wil, he ſhal find it as hard a mat 
fer to leaue an old cuſtome, whether it be of 
ſwearing,ofgaming,of lying, 82 who2ing, 
of euil tompanp, oꝛ of any other ſinne, as to 
walh an Ethiopian. Therfoꝛe it is witten. 
Prou. 17. Though thou ſhouldeſt braie a 
foole in a morter, among wheate brayed 
with a peſtell : yet wil not his fooliſnneſſe 
depart from him. Sothat às long as we 
are in cuſtome with ſinne, the doꝛe of Ke⸗ 
pentance is barred vp againſt vs. 

The fift hinderance, is long eſcaping of 
puniſchment, foz the wicked thereby are 
ffarkened in ſinne, dꝛiuen offfrom repen⸗ 
tance, euen as an old thefe that hath ſtolne 
a long time, and eſcapeth both pꝛiſon and 
gallowes, is animated moꝛe boldly to pꝛo⸗ 
teede in his wickedneſſe, thinking he ſhall 
ſo alwaics eſcape. So many filthy and loſe 
lincrs goe fo2ward in their abhominations 
without Repentance , thinking that bi⸗ 
cauſe God doth not incontinently puniſh 
them, andſhew ſome manifeſt judgement 

and ſigne of his wꝛath vpon them, therefoꝛe 
they ſhalbe acquitedfoz altogither. Where 
1 as 
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as contrariwiſe , if God ſhould by and by 
ſtrike them downe as ſone as they had ſin⸗ 
ned, by thundꝛing vpon one, and lightning 
vpon another, and raining fire and brim⸗ 
ſtone vpon the third, it would make them 
afraide. Hereupon it is ſaid in Pet. 2.3.4. 
This firſt vnderſtand, that there ſhall come 
in the laſt daies mockers which will walke 
after their luſts, and ſay, where is the pꝛo⸗ 
mile of his comming? Foꝛ ſince the fathers 
died, all things continue alike from the be- 
ginning ol the creation. But let theſe men 
well know that when God hath delaped a 
long time, and p2olonged the ferme of the 
wicked, at length he will ſhew that al- 
though he waited fo2 their repentance, pet 
be foꝛgate not their miſdeeds, but regiſtred 
them befoze him, and packed them vp vpon 
agreat heape, to encreaſe the terrour of his 
| WF Ww2ath, 
; The ſixt hinderance, is the beholding 
s okother mens ends. Foz when ſome men 
that haue liued a wicked, and an vngrati⸗ 
ous life, and haue bene notozious ſinners e⸗ 
uen to the woꝛld- ward, ſo that eucry man 
4 point at them:pet if vpon their death⸗ 
bed they can ſaie a fewe god wozdes 
and 
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and cry God mercy, and ſay their p2aters, 
and fozgine all the woꝛld, and ſo die quiet⸗ 
lp, it is maruailous to heare , how fo- 
ifh people of the world, will exalt them, 
and iuſtiſie them, ſaieng: He made a bery 
god end as any man could make, he died 
as quiet as a Lambe, and ſet all things in 
god oꝛder befoze he died. Herrupon ano⸗ 
ther wicked and monſtrous verlet is encou⸗ 
raged to finne. Fo2 thinketh he, ſuch a man 
lined as loſelp as J, oꝛ any man elſe, and 
pet he made a very god end, and why may 
not J do ſo to, but alas theſe mens eyes are 
bleared, Fo2 to die quietlp, is not to die god⸗ 
ty, to cry god mercy foꝛ faſhton, is not to 
haue God mercifull, to ſap a few pꝛaiers | 
from te&th outward, is not to die in the 
faith of Chꝛiſt, foz many doe all this, and 
pet die miſerably, | 

The laſt let, is hope of long life, foꝛ while 
men fed, and beſot them ſelues in this hope 
they war dꝛunken in ſinne, and deferre the 
day of repentãce. As the rich man in the ry. 
of Luke, dꝛeaming of his long life, caſt of all 
thought of God, and of the other life, and of 
Chꝛiſtes comming. of repentance, and all 


gd things, and ſaid within himſelf; "= 
ou 


{ 
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thou half much gades land bp foꝛ many 
peeres line at eaſe, eate, dʒꝛink, and take thy 
paſtime. Thus the bleare eyed men of the 
woꝛld choke vp Repentance, and quite 
ſmother it, by doting themſelues with 
hope of long life. Therefoꝛe my deare bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen, J beſech pou by the mercies of God 
in the bowels of Jeſus Chziſt, that none 
of all theſe common lettes may ffate you 
from ſpeedie and vnfaigned Repentance: 
But that you may ouerſlide them all, leaſt 
vnhappilie you being found without Re- 
pentance, and taken tardie in your ſinnes, 
ſhould all periſh and be damned, acco2- 
ding to Chꝛiſtes ſentence. Wherefoze in 
concluſion; let vs with godly Ezechias be 
afraide of Gods th2catnings , ſ3zrow as 
foze hand, ſtand in awe of GO D, examine 
our conſcience, mourne foꝛ our finnes, and 
e lament inwardly, that when the wicked 
which haue ſwimmed in pleaſures here 


e 
e below,. chall enter into their eternall pains, 
j. we may then, J ſay there, haue cuerla- 
11 ding peace t reſt, that when Jcſus Chꝛiſt 


ſhall apperre from heauen with all his ho⸗ 
ly Angels, we may haue crownes of glo⸗ 
ty, and raigne with our © O D, and our 
Sauiour 
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Sauiour his Sonne, and all his Sajinjes 
and Angelles, in the middeſt of all ioy: in 
the Heauens fo2 euermoꝛe. To the which 
toy he bzing vs all, which hath ſo dearely 
bought vs, Jeſus Chꝛiſt the righfeous : to 
whom with the Father, and the holy Ghoſf 
be all honour,glozy,pzaiſe, power, empire, 

and Dominion, nowe and fo2 euer⸗ 
moze. Amen.
